A Historic Settlement. 1

The first purely American settlement
west of the Mississippl river was Cape
Girardean, Mo, [Iis first settler, how-
ever, was Ensign Girardot, a French
trader and for some time an officer In
the French army, who located on the
rocky mountiln promontory just north
of the present town. From Glrardot
The first per-
manent settler at Cape Glrardeau was
Louis Lorimier, a French-Canadian,
who fn 1782 eame from the Mlaml val-
ley, west of the Mississippl. His wife
was a half breed Shawnee woman, and
through her great influence with the

of land In 1795 by the governor of the
territory. Shortly thereafter the Bpan-
fsh government, deeming It wise to
populate upper Loulsiana, offered free
lands exempted from taxation to set-
tlers. Because these settlers came from
Kentucky, Virginlu and North Carolina
almost entirely Cape Glrardeau elalm-
ed the honor of belng the first Amerl-
can settlement. Previous settlements
had been largely Spanish or French.
Lorimier was counted as the father of
the town, which dates In organization
from 1806, He died Io 1812, having
survived his Indlan wife four years.
He was boried by her side In Cape
Girardeau on a trea arowned hill over-
looking the western Misslssippl.—Kan-
sas Clty Star.
